visited Beverly and Oyster Bay and 
familiarized themselves tnrough their 
peculiar acquaintances with the poiltl- 
cal situation as it relates lo Roosevelt. 


In their opinion, the break between 


President Taft and Roosevelt, while 
not ah open one or one Implying' a 
personal hostility, is of such a char- 
acter that from now Roosevelt will 
play a lone hand, as far as the admin- 
istration Is concerned, ana place him- 
self in the position of chler beneficjary 
of the missionary work which he .will 
do for the Republican party In the 
west. 


Another result of Roosevelt's west-
